The Battle of Ridgeway was a 
defining battle in Canadian his¬ 
tory that led to the birth of a new 
nation. 

It was on June 2, 1886, a swel¬ 
tering hot day, when troops were 
called to Fort Erie to defend the 
land against an invasion from an 
army in Buffalo. 

About 800 to 1,200 soldiers from 
the Fenian Army arrived with the 
intention of capturing the Province 
of Canada, a piece of British North 
America, and trading it for Ireland’s 
freedom.

Niagara Regional Police 
Const. Leslie Sardella said 
police are “still actively inves¬ 
tigating the incident.” 

She said police are aware 
of two other incidents in 
the past year where poi¬ 
soning was suspected. Nei¬ 
ther of those incidents were 
confirmed to be caused as a 
result of poison. 


“Given only two reported 
incidents in the past year I 
would say that it is not com¬ 
mon,” she said. 

Sardella said it is impor¬ 
tant for anyone with infor¬ 
mation about this incident to 
call police, or make an anon¬ 
ymous phone call to Crime 
Stoppers. 

“As with solving any crim¬ 
inal investigation, evidence 
must exist to charge some¬ 


one with a criminal offence. 
Tips from witnesses or video 
evidence greatly assists the 
police in solving a crime,” 
she said. “Suspicion alone is 
not enough to constitute a 
criminal charge.” 

Wendy Trombley, Fort Erie 
SPCA manager, said the NRP

Wynne can’t force MPPs to resign 


T he manner in which Premier 
Kathleen Wynne and her 
Liberal government have 
handled allegations of sexual 
harassment is a head-scratcher for 
many Queen's Park observers. 

First came the bombshell that two 
MPPs had been forced to quit the 
legislature over allegations ofvsexual 
harassment.We were told we couldn’t 
know their names for legal reasons and 
to protect the victims. Then one of the 
victims went public and named former 
Niagara Falls MPP Kim Craitor as the 
person she'd made allegations about 
He denied any wrongdoing.Reporters 
naturally wanted more details. 

Who produced the report on these 
allegations? 

Where’s the report? Why can't we 
see it? 

They’ve lied to us before. They'll lie 


We have no idea what Craitor — 
and whoever the other person who 
was forced to quit — allegedly did. 

This is an entirely inappropriate way 
to deal with democratically elected 
parliamentarians. 

Technically, Craitor did not work 
for Wynne and the Liberal Party. He 
worked for the people of Niagara 
Falls who elected him. It would have 
been appropriate for Wynne to expel 
Craitor from caucus, but forcing him 


to quit his seat in the legislature is not 
her prerogative. 

In some ways it’s very 
undemocratic. Based on a report that 
she won’t make public, Wynne is 
overturning the will of the electorate 
by demanding the resignation of a 
duly elected MPP. 

Craitor was a renegade Liberal from 
the time he was elected. He often was at 
odds with his own party on politics. Yet 
he was very popular in his Niagara Falls 
riding and would likely have been able 
to run successfully as an independent 

For all we know, Wynne’s 
"investigation” might have been a 
kangaroo court. Or the investigation 
may never have happened. I'm not 
saying that’s the case. I'm just saying 
we don’t know. 

This becomes all the more 
hypocritical when you consider that 
former Liberal premier David Peterson 
— Matthews’ brother-in-law—faces a 
sexual harassment claim by a former 
manager at the Pan Am Games. 

While the allegations have not been 
proven in court, you’d have thought 
the Liberal Party would suspend 
Peterson’s party membership pending 
the outcome of the lawsuit, which they 
have not done. 

A double-standard? You bet. But par 
for the Liberal course.

Councillors vote to 
remove director from 
gaming development 
board 

At the request of the Fort Erie 
Community Gaming Development 
Corporation Board (CGDC), Town 
councillors voted to remove the 
board's director, Ann-Marie Noyes last 

The decision was approved as a 
result of a 5-1 vote that took place 
during last Tuesday night's council 
meeting. Ward 5 Coun. Don Lubberts 
was the only councillor to vote against 
the removal of Noyes from the CGDC. 

The role of the CGDC is to manage 
funds raised from charity bingos and 
distribute them to a number of local 
charities that serve Fort Erie. 

The board's members asked 
councillors to remove Noyes from the 
board after she refused to voluntarily 

Board member Larry Graber spoke 
on behalf of the CGDC last Tuesday 
night. He said “Board members should 
at all times act with decorum, but this 
has not been the case with (Noyes)." 

According to Graber, Noyes has 
made repeated “vexatious, erroneous 
and defamatory statements" against 
Town staff and other board members. 

If a vote was taken and Noyes didn't 
agree with the decision “she would 
continue to approach other individuals 
and try to coerce them into making 
her opinion to be the favoured one." 

“At every meeting," Graber said 
“staff have been criticized for 
something" by Noyes. 

“It’s been a year and a half that 
this has been going on and we can't 
continue another two to three years 
under this type of environment." 

Lubberts asked Graber if Noyes 
had been formally notified “of these 

“A formal sit-down was not done 
but staff have spoken to her at 
meetings,” Graber said. 

Noyes denied all the allegations 
brought forward against her and she 
was never approached “formally or 
informally” about her conduct. 


She said part of her responsibility 
as the director of the CGDC is to be “a 
strong advocate for residents” and to 
ensure decisions are made and funds 
are distributed to charities in a “fair, 
transparent manner." 

She noted that the value of 
the Canadian dollar had recently 
decreased, and with the rise in value of 
American dollars, bingo revenues have 
also increased, with some charities 
seeing an increase in revenues while 
others have not. 

Noyes told councillors she felt the 
process for distributing those funds 
wasn't done in “a clear, transparent 

She said she would ask questions of 
Town staff and outside organizations 
if she felt she wasn’t given “enough 
information” or “the information was 
incorrect." 

As a former councillor that served 
four terms for the municipality of Fort 
Erie, Noyes described herself as “a 
professional." 

“At board meetings, I do not yell or 
call people nasty names," Noyes told 
councillors. 

“Do I roll my eyes and sigh? 
Sometimes-probably because I am 
frustrated. I vote, I may shake my head 

As a councillor, Lubberts said he 
understood Noyes' decision to reach 
out to Town staff and outside sources 
to ask questions on an issue if there is 
something she didn't understand. 

“I do the same thing (Noyes has 
done) as a councillor. I go outside of 
council and verify things Town staff 
has given me," he said. 

“I'm supposed to get all the 
information so that I'm making the 
right decisions." 

Ward 2 Coun. Stephen Passero said 
he “represents four or five different 
boards" and he "volunteers for 
bingos." 

“I’m quite aware of the process (the 
CGDC must follow)," he said. 

“We rely on staff to give us our 
their best recommendation, we do it 
in this chamber and the CGDC does 
this. You have to have a trust in staff 
and an absence of trust is where the 
breakdown occurs,” he said. 

"If you go into every meeting with 
the notion staff are being dishonest 


and that's your starting point, you're 
never going to get off that point.” 

Passero said it's not up to 
councillors “as individuals to go out on 
our own accord and try to pull every 
piece of evidence we can find to back 
up our own opinions and at the end of 
the day, when you boil it down, it's still 
just your personal opinion." 

There's a process for everything 
and if you don't follow it we're in a 
heap of trouble...! think that process 
has been followed," he added. 

He said he felt the CGDC didn’t 
arrive at their recommendation to 
remove Noyes from the board in haste. 

“I know that myself and my 
colleagues did not take this situation 
lightly,” he added.
